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Teachers Meet With

Public School Board, 
Discuss Problems 



Members of the teaching staff 
of Newmarket's three public 

schools attended a meeting of 
Newmarket public school board 
last evening. 

They heard read to the board 
by Secretary. R. h. Pritchard a 
letter on their behalf signed by 
H. A. Jackson, Fred. Hall and 
Miss Evelyn Dennc asking the 
board for certain increases and 
a graded schedule of annual in- 
creases. ..,' 

Chairman Mrs. J. C. R. Ed- 
wards promised careful consider- 
ation of the requests made. 

Members of the staff were in- 
vited to discuss their problems 
with the board and make sugges- 
tions for the improvement of the 
schools. 

Mrs. Edwards invited Miss 
Elsie Campbell to tell the board 
about an article she had written 
In a recent teachers' magazine. 
From there the discussion went 
on to cover books needed in the 
classrooms, supervision of recre- 
ation, citizenship and teaching 
objectives. 

"Has there been a chest clinic 
In recent years?" asked Mrs. O. 
P. Hamilton. "Some of the 
pupils have a tuberculosis his- 
tory and many mothers are 



anxious about their children. Do 

you know, Dr. Case?" 

"There has not been a school 
chest clinic since I have been in 
town " said Dr. G. E. Case. 

"We hear a lot about increased 

juvenile delinquency in the 

cities/' Mrs. Edwards said. "Do 

you think that is true in New- 
market?" 

"Yes, times change," said Mrs. 
Hamilton. "We have had more 
truancy in the last couple of 
years. Wc have had other diffi- 
culties." 

Dr. Case attributed delin- 
quency partly to home conditions 
and partly to lack of recreational 
facilities. 

On motion of Dr. Case and 
Rudy Renzius, the board asked 
the board of health to arrange a 
tuberculin test of all public 
school children. 

Commissioner Robert Martin 
wrote the board asking that the 
school board lend its help in 
finding leaders, men and women, 
for the Boy Scouts and Wolf 
Cubs. 

Mrs. Phyllis McCaffrey wrote 
the board telling of the need for 
leaders for the Hangers, Girl 
Guides and Brownies. She sug- 
gested that teachers would make 
particularly good leaders.

Pruning Should Be Done 
How— Hortkulturallst

From now on It Is time to think 

In terms of pruning. Most kJnds of 
plants will require pruning during 
the next two months, Hhiuhs. vines, 
loses (ifi'l fniits. We must take 
advantage of every mild day. 
Fruit Ileus are, of course, these 
days most Impoitnnt and with the 
new dwarf fruit t recti becoming ho 
popular, there Is no reason why 
« v « r y gulden, however small, 
■houhl not have a Hull tree or 
more. 

The reason foi pruning fruit tree A 
Is, of course, to Irnpiove both the 
quality and quantity of thu fruit. 
When pinning we must, of couise, 
ikeep In mind the ngii of the tiee. 
Young tires and non-hnailng treea 
me pruned lighter than older and 
heavy-hear hue trees. The iimount 
of pi lining Is Inei eased annually to 
MtJmuhitn Ihe growing of enough 
new wood to maintain healing. 

1'iunlng Ih done while the tree Is 
dormant, preferably In the late win- 
ter itemovo all dead, diseased and 
broken blanch"* flint. 'Hie next 
oin-H to go after are the ones 
«i oiling eaeh other. Cut oil th' 1 
pool ml or least desirable one. Tim 
-Mine goes for clone p n l u I I e I 
Manehes, If lint tree Is getting 
ton wide or gtows ton tall, head It 
hark to good husky side branehes.

Newmarket town council re- 
ceived on Monday evening a 
petition, sponsored by north end 
business men, but more widely 
signed, asking the appointment 
'of an additional constable and 
purchase of a police cruiser for 

patrol of the town at night. 

The council seemed to be 
agreed on the need for an ad- 
ditional constable at night, but 
reached no decision. On behalf 
of the sponsors of the petition, 
and a delegation of north end 
business men, Frank Courtney 
expressed the readiness of the 
business men to pay a share of 
the cost. 

Debate concerned whether the 
cost should be placed on alt tax- 
payers entirely or in part, 
whether Main St business people 
should bo relieved of paying 
part of the cost of the Main St. 
patrol, and whether the town 
should purchase a police car or 
should continue to pay for the 
use of the car of Chief James 
Sloss and the car of whomever 
might be engaged ns the ad- 
ditional constable. 

"I felt humiliated when Mr. 
Perks* place was broken into 
and he lost a considerable sum 
of money, and then the dairy 
was broken into a few weeks 
later," said Mayor Dr. L. W. 
Dales. "Suggestions were in- 
vited from the north end busi- 
ness men." 

"It is felt by our police com- 
mittee that the present system Is 
very Inefficient," said Councillor 
Wm. Dixon, chairman of the 
police committee. "We have 
Chief Sloss worning 24 hours a 
day. Constable Mounts duties 
are patrolling Main St. at night 
from the top of the hill to the 
waterworks," 

He sold that Chief Sloss often 
works 16 hours a day. 

Mr. Dixon proposed employ, 
incut of an additional constable 
and purchase of a car. This 
would cost $1,500 for salary, $450 
cost of operating car, deprecia- 
tion of $250 on car (Inter amend* 
ed to $300), a total of $2,250, 
less $450 now paid to Chief 
Stoss for upkeep of his car, 
making ti net cost of $1,800. 

Mayor Dales said that he had 
n letter from tho Davis leather 
Co. offering to pay a share of 
the cost of a patrol of the north 
end of the town.

ATLANTIC EXPERIMENT 

Farm Forum Guide tells of an interesting 
experiment being conducted by the Nova Scotia 
government. Until Nov. 30, 1944, the N.S- de- 
partment of agriculture will pay one-third of the 
cost (up to $600) of a tractor, tractor plow, 
tractor disc or spring-tooth harrow bought by an 
agricultural society, co-operative or other far- 
mers* organization. 

Co-operative or group ownership of machinery, 
if it proves feasible, will reduce farm production 

costs, or increase production, or both. While in- 
creased production is deniable now, and is likely 
to be desirable for several years to come, the 
day will come when increased production may 
merely add to the farmer's problems. He will be 
well advised to spend the years of grace in build- 
ing his Federation of Agriculture and in devising 
plans which will assure him a fair return for his 
work and investment 

WHAT OTHERS THINK 

MAKING SHOP UNIONS 
ILLEGAL 

(Orillia Packet and fines) 
What grounds are there for the demand that 
abop unions should be made illegal? We have 
aeen this demand made frequently but have 
never seen any attempt to explain wherein lay 
the crime, nor to give reasons why the law 
should interfere with freedom of choice on the 
part of the employees in a plant On the surface, 
it would appear that, provided the employers 



to "play ball*" the ahop union 
would be the ideal arrangement, both for 
bargaining and for co-operation for mutual 
advantage. It avoids the natural antagonism 
occasioned by the injection of outside agencies 
into the relations between employers and em- 
ployees. 

In the absence of other reasons, it can only bo 
presumed that the object Of legislative restriction 
on shop unions is motivated by a desire to 
create a monopoly and to put undue power in 
the hands of the big unions— as, for instance, 
the opportunity to promote a widespread strike 
which may affect thousands of men who have no 
quarrel with their employers or fault to find 
with the conditions under which they are work- 
ing. There are a couple of shop unions in 
Orillia which, we understand, are proving very 
satisfactory to both employees and employers. 
Other factories have preferred to join the inter- 
national unions. That is their privilege. But 
we can see no reason why freedom of choice in 
the form of organization should be restricted by 
law. *

This week we wound up the 
debate on the speech from the 
throne, and we expect to have 
three or four days of straight 
legislative business, considering 
as many bills as possible, before 
the budget is brought down.

Norman Williams, president of 
the Newmarket society, wel- 
comed the visitors and intro- 
duced the guest speaker, Charles 
Dodson. Aurora, who gave the 
gathering an interesting insight 
into the origin and development 
of the swect-pea. 

"Some people do not see the 
beauty in paintings that the 
artist does, some do not see the 
artistic work that goes into the 
making of a pair of shoes that 

the cobbler docs, but everyone 
sees the beauty and artistry that 
is in the flower/' stated Mr. 
Dodson. '"Did you ever hear of 
any person saying, # I don't like 
flowers?' " 

The speaker traced the history 
of the swect-pea from its early 
discovery in Sicily in 1699 by a 
priest who sent the seeds to his 
brother in England the following 
year. The flower, at that time, 
was similar to that of the culin- 
ary pea. Flower lovers since 
that time have experimented 
and developed the beautiful 
large fragrant flowers wc have 
today. 

Mr. Dodson explained how to 
prepare a swect-pea bed and 
how to grow long sturdy stalks 
With large flowers. He said that 
the best time to prepare the bed 
was in the fall of the year. 

Mr. Williams told the audience 
that the meeting was an experi- 
ment to see if an interest in the 
society could be aroused by hav- 
ing monthly meetings at which 

speakers would talk on subjects 
of horticultural interest. He 
congratulated Rudy Renzlus on 
his interesting contributions on 
horticulture to The Newmarket 
Era and Express.

Manfred von Richthofen In April 

of 1918.

How Plants Are Fed 

<By Rudy Renzius, Newmarket 

Horticultural Society) 

The root* are the feed channels 
of the plants. They absorb the 
liquid food, the only form in which 
it can fce assimilated The food is 
tafcen up at the extremities of the 
roots and through the root hairs, 

r *? SUCh are P rfesent - The ends 
or the roots act a a sponges, that is, 
they absorb the moisture. 

It is important to see that roots 
of plants are strong and healthy. 
The main tap root is, of course, 
Important to keep the plant firmly 
in the soil, beaides being the 

carrier of the fibrous and hair 
roots. 

The cultivator should aim at 
keeping the fine roots near the 
fertile top soil. This soil is kept 
in good condition by manure and 
other fertilizers. The action of 
the roots causes changes in the soil 
structure by forcing the particles 
apart. 

New root hairs are constantly 
forming back of the growing tin, 
taking the place of the older ones 
as they die off. The hairs produce 
an acid which dissolves some of 
the constituents of the soil, so It 
can be used by the plant. The 
roots also absorb oxygen contained 
m the soli. Plants m U8 t receive a 
certain amount of oxygen through 
the roots or they will die from 
suffocation. 

In this process carbon acid is 
thrown off and with the moisture 
of the soil converts the carbonates 
into soluble blcarbonates. This is 
the reason why we cultivate, thus 
admitting oxygen to the roots for 
absorption. The leaves of a plant 
also take up food but that'll another 
story.

Harry Hulse of QueensviUe no 
doubt to many people of this 
district is a farmer. But being a 
successful farmer, he is also one 
of Canada's outstanding athletes. 

When a kid living in Toronto at 

the age of nine he was Interested 

in Ice skating and spent many of 

his spare hours skating on any 

sheet of ice he could find. When 

he found this was "not satisfactory 

he would take his skates under 

his arm and walk a couple of miles 

to the old Mutual St. arena and 

split in for a few rounds to get 
speed. 

In the early days no one was 
interested in his ability to skate, 
and no one gave him encourage- 
ment, but he still had hopes of 
being a speed artist. 

Soon at every ice carnival 

throughout the district Harry was 
johnny-on-the-spot to show the fans 
that all the time spent on his 
skates bad not been wasted, and 
usually he would come home with 
the bacon. 

The next few years Harry won 
many trophies and medals as a 
speed skater, later Joining the Tor- 
onto Athletic club to become one 
of Canada's outstanding bicycle 
racers and speed skaters. 

In the 1890/b T. W. Eck. one of 
Newmarket's old boys, who was 
born at Pearson's Crossing, was an 
athletic coach in Minneapolis. 
While visiting In Toronto he learnt 
that Harry was a marvellous speed 
skater and invited him to come to 
the States the following winter. 

Harry jumped at the chance, and 
the next winter was coached and 
managed by T. W. Eck. Later in 
the season John S- Johnson and 
Harley Davidson, both of Minneapo- 
lis, joined the party, and with many 
hours of good coaching and prac- 
tising this foursome won a great 

number of championships. 

John S. Johnson holds many 
records In speed skating for 100 
yards to ten miles. 

At Cleveland in 18M Harry com- 
peted in the quarter-mile race and 
broke all records, skating the 
distance in 36 seconds from a 
standing start This record still 
stands as the world's fastest 
quarter mile. 

This foursome travelled U.S-A- 
and Canada, putting on exhibitions 
of speed skating and competing 
against Norwegian speedsters for 
world honors. 

At his home In QueensviUe Horry 
is the proud owner of the first 
pair of tube speed skates ever used 
In Canada or U.S.A. They came 
from Norway. 

Harry had the distinction on one 
occasion of being invited to take 
part in a skating exhibition before 
the governor-general of Canada. 

T. W. Eck. coach and manager 
of this threesome. later coached 
ladies* athletic clubs in the States 
and Canada.
